Although charity is the more important 
principle, as a real good disposition is 
more important than a mere knowledge of 
what is good, yet much of its happy ten- 
dency and divine consolation is lost, if it 
be separated from faith; for without this 
enlightening guide it is apt to degenerate 
inte enthusiasm ; and, on the other hand, 
faith without its corresponding affection, 
is apt to settle into a cold and formal ob- 
servance of external rites and ceremonies. 
Charity and faith, in the true christian, are 
inseparably united ; and faith may be con- 
sidered the first in respect to time, but 
charity the first in respect to end. The 
latter is consequently the superior princi- 
ple ; for the object in view is certainly su- 
perior to the means by which it is obtain- 
ed. Charity prompts man to do good, and 
to act uprightly, from a pure love of goud- 
nese and uprightness, and faith points out 
how such benevolence and good will, is 
to be directed or performed, whilst the 
ictual exercise of both, in the faithful dis. 
charge of duty, TH every situation of life, 
constitutes good works, or the life of chari-

We are eometimes led into error and suffer ou 
selves to be imposed upun by others for the wan! 
of a little prudence in bringing things to the test 
of examination. It is, perhaps, owing to this that 
the fabuloes notions of antiquity are some of them 
still cherished and believed im this enlightened age. 
The provident economy which the ancients as- 
cribed to Ants is no doubt believed by many to 
exist: that these little insects industriously labor 
in summer to lay up a store for the consumption 
ot winter. The scriptures make mention of thi se 
insects, and in the Proverbs of Solomon the slug- 
gard is referred to them as an example of industry 
and economy. King Solomon, though he was said 
o be the wisest man that ever lived, had but very 
little leisure, perhaps, to bestow upon the investiga 
tion of the economy of a pissmire hill, and unless the 
Ants of his day were very different from those of 
our times, they could have possessed no such fore. 
sight and provident economy as is ascribed 16 
them. As often as any of the nests of these insects 
have come under my observation, f have looked in 
vain for this property of hoarding ; the conclusion 
is that it cither never belonged to them, or others 
wise they have changed entirely their habits ir 
this respect, In winter, like most other insec's they 
lie in their cells in a state of torpidity, requiring 
no sort of food, which in old times it wae said then 
sagacity prompted them to store up during sum- 
mer. ‘The activity and industry of these little in- 
sects seems to be directed by Nature to the sole 
purpose of propegating their species 
of gras», bits of straw, and skeletons of dead in-

sects, which we often see them tugging and cary 
ing along into their holes or burrows, seem to be 
used for no other purposes than the construction 
of cells for the deposit of their eggs. The bury 
activity and unwearied indastry which they div- 
play in their labors, although they affurd to th 
idler no lesson of foresight and economy, yet the 
contemplative observer views them with interest 
and pleasure. He sees in an ant hil a hvely em 
blem of the hurry and bustle of his own species, 
and extending his views beyond the common grop 
ings of mankind, he sees displayed the wonderful 
prov dence of Nature in peopling every part of her 
empire, and filling up every corner with animation 
— hese little busy tribes impart to him a lesson 
of instruction by their anwearied industry and per 
severence, and “ looking through nature up to na 
ture’s God,” he adores the infinite wisdom which 
appointed and governs the unerring course of all 
his creatures.

Perey Bysse Sheliry from a German book, whose 
wile, says he, § have endeavoured to discover, ap- 
pears to have furnished the germ of most of the 
fine things in Lord Byron’s Manfred.)

‘The Sa- 
viour of mankind staggered, sinking under 
the heavy load, but uttered no complaint, 
An rt of death appeared before Aha- 
suerus, aad exclaimed mdignantly, * Bar- 
verian! thou has denied rest to the Son of 
Man; be it denied thee also, until he comes

A black demon let loose from hell upon 
Ahasucrus, goads him now from country 
ty country: he is denied the consolations 
which death affords, and precluded from 
the rest of the peaceful grave. 
Ahasuerus crept forth from the dark 
cave of Mount Carmel.

It rebounded from the earth in’ shivered 
atoms.

A number 
of horses were put in (raining for the vccasion, 
but only two, vis: Henry and Betsey Richards, 
were brought on from the south, who it was judg- 
ed could comend with Eclipse, and which of these 
two were to run the race, remained a secret, until 
the signai was given from the judges’ box to bring 
up the horses, when Henry made his appearance, 
aad Eclipse soon after. The doubts which had be- 
fure been entertained, (and they were many,) that 
the southera sportsmen would pay forfeit and there 
would be no race, vanished at once, and ail was 
anxiety to see the result of the contest. The hour 
of starting soon arrived, but such was the immense 
crowd upon the course wm solid column, for near s 
quarter of a mile both mght and lett of the judges’ 
bog, that some minutes were taken up by the offi. 
cers in clearing it; nor was it effected without 
much difficulty. About ten minutes after one P 
M. both horses set off at the tap of the drum, 
Henry taking the lead and keeping it the whole 
four miles, came in about half a length ahead.— 
Although several effurts were made by the rider 
oi Eclipse, a young man whose name we do not re- 
collect, to pass his antagonist, still he could not 
accomplish it. The result of this heat was so dif- 
ferent from what the northern sportsmen had cal- 
culated upon, that the mercury fell instantly be- 
low the freezing point. Bets three to one that 
Eclipse would lose the second heat were loudly 
offered, but there were few or no takers. Time of 
rusning the heat, 7 minutes 37 seconds. 

Second Heat.—The time having elapsed for 
breathing, the horses were again brought up for 
the second heat, but it had been determined in 
the interim to change Eclipse’s ricer, as has often 
heretofore been done, and who should appear but 
our old friend Purdy,® who was welcomed with 
tumultuous cheers from the multitude.

Steam-Boats in Fronce.—By an ordinance of the 
King of France aii steam-loats are to be examined 
by « special committee, who arc to sce that they 
are constructed with solxlity. particularly with re- 
gard to their machinery. No steam-buat will be 
allowed to navigate until the committee shall have 
approved of its const: uction and the soundness of 
the machinery, and the Prefect shall have notified 
the proprietors that he has received and approved 
the repurt ef the committee. The boats are to be 
examined every three months.

This 
leaves the whole of Lividia, drawing a line 
from Vorrigia to Thermopvylee, free of the 
Turks, excepting a small garrison at Le- 
ponte, which in all probability will capitu- 
late with that of Patras. 

The inhabitants of the Isle of Candia, 
who have suffered the greatest cruelties 
since the arrival of the Turkish squadron 
there, have, assisted by the Greek flotilla, 
retaken with great loss on both sides, the 
forte occupied by the Turks. ; 

Constantinople, March 10.—Since. the 
departure of the last Courier, we have lived 
here in the greatest alarm. A fire, such 
as has not been seen for a number of years, 
has destroyed about 20,000 houses, and it 
still menaces all the suburbs inhabited by 
the Christians. The habitations between 
Galata and Zophana are entirely destroyed. 
On the heights of Galata, their ia nothing 
to be seen but the sea of fire. During near- 
ly three days that the fire continued, the 
most horrible excesses were committed by 
the Turkish soldiery, and particularly by 
the Ramachs, or Marines. The latter were 
afraid of being soon compelled to re-em- 
bark on a new expedition in the Archipela- 
go. They therefore took care to burn the 
marine establishments, the cannon foundry, 
several barracks and military magazines. 
Nothing can be more favourable to the 
cause of the Greeks. 

Tranquility is not yet re-establised here, 
and every day new assassinations are spo- 
ken of. The pillage is not yet discontinu- 
ed, and the Turks whose houses have been 
burnt now hunt the Greeks from their dwel- 
lings to take possession of them themselves. 
The suburb of Pera has been miraculously 
saved, and the authorities are making the 
greatest efforts to put an end to the vexa- 
tions of the Franks whogeside there.
